Don't  ban  —  control 

After  all  the  debate  over  analgesics,  it  is  hardly 
surprising  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain  should  present 
conflicting  evidence  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  the 
NHS.  C&D  has  fully  supported  the  Society  on  the 
question  of  self-selection  of  analgesics,  but  the  extreme 
view  being  taken  on  advertising  of  proprietary  medicines 
— that  ultimately  it  should  be  banned  altogether  (last 
week,  p108) — would  seem  to  be  out  of  touch  with 
reality.  Furthermore,  the  proposal  might  even  be 
counter-productive  in  terms  of  the  objective  declared 
by  all  the  parties,  namely  enlightened  self-medication. 

The  PAGB  evidence  (p132)  argues  that  advertising  is 
one  of  the  public's  sources  of  information  about  what 
to  expect  from  a  medicine.  That  is  true,  and  it  is  unlikely 
that  a  ban  on  advertising  would  be  counterbalanced 
by  queues  at  pharmacy  counters  in  search  of  guidance. 
Existing  proprietaries  would  continue  to  sell  on  their 
reputation  (which  could  become  distinctly  distorted  as 
time  went  on) ,  but  who  would  be  so  foolish  as  to  invest 
money  in  developing  new  products  for  counter  sale? 

In  a  world  without  the  advertised  proprietary  the  home 
medicine-cupboard  could  indeed  be  a  source  of 
danger.  A  range  of  generically-labelled  remedies  may 
be  suitable  for  pharmacist  and  doctor  (or  Which? 
reader!)  but  would  be  daunting  and  confusing  for  those 
most  in  need  of  education  in  self-care.  Of  course  the 
aim  must  be  to  encourage  the  public  to  seek 
professional  advice,  but  depriving  them  of  one  source 
of  information  will  do  nothing  in  that  direction — should 
neighbours  and  friends  be  "gagged",  "NP"  on 
prescribed  medicines  be  ended,  magazine  articles 
on  health  censored? 

If  advertising  of  proprietaries  is  leading  to  excessive 
consumption  of  medicines,  or  to  their  abuse  or  misuse 
(and  we  have  seen  rather  more  conjecture  than  hard 
evidence  on  this  accusation),  then  the  remedy  is 
clearly  to  exercise  the  controls  available  under 
medicines  legislation.  The  public  interest  would 
certainly  not  be  served  by  destroying  the  OTC 
medicines  industry. 


Dual  pricing 


Mr  John  Fraser,  as  Minister  of  State  for  Prices  and 
Consumer  Protection,  recently  stated,  in  relation  to 
petrol  prices,  that  "gimmicks"  had  soured  relations 
between  the  retailer  and  his  customer — "too  often  the 
customer  is  dazzled  by  a  mass  of  large  and  small  print 
information  which  says  everything  except  the  price 
which  he  will  actually  have  to  pay." 

Unfortunately,  a  similar  charge  could  be  levelled  at 
the  promotion  of  some  toiletries  and  other  chemists 
items.  The  suggestion  by  the  Retail  Trading-Standards 
Association  in  its  latest  bulletin,  that  retailers  should 
use  only  one  price  at  point-of-sale  (p133)  could 
therefore  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  "15p-off"  a 
"10  per  cent  extra"  aerosol  does  nothing  for  a  busy 
housewife's  composure — she  may  even  be  disuaded 
from  remaining  in  the  shop  long  enough  to  complete 
her  intended  purchases. 
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PAGB  justifies  OTC 
medicines  advertising 


Criticism  of  proprietary  medicine  adver- 
tising is  often  based  on  a  lack  of  real 
understanding  of  how  and  why  home 
medicines  are  used  and  of  the  overall 
contribution  made  by  advertising. 

This  view  is  put  forward  by  the  Pro- 
prietary Association  of  Great  Britain  in 
evidence  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  the 
NHS  and  follows  last  week's  suggestion 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that 
advertising  of  proprietary  medicines  should 
eventually  be  banned.  PAGB  believes  that 
families  learn  about  home  medicines  from 
many  sources;  advertising  is  designed  to 
build  up  brand  awareness  and  encourage 
the  expectation  of  existing  users. 

"Despite  various  emotional  statements 
to  the  contrary,  proprietary  medicines  are 
not  heavily  advertised  by  comparison  with 
other  consumer  items",  PAGB  continues. 
The  relatively  low  level  of  advertising  has 
led  to  establishment  of  "a  modest  number 
of  national  brands  and  the  steady  erosion 
of  the  significance  of  the  remainder", 
allowing  the  use  of  advanced,  efficient  and 
hygienic  plant  to  produce  reliable  low 
cost  products.  Manufacturers  have  become 
large  enough  to  maintain  high  quality 
medical  and  scientific  staffs  and  to  invest 
in  further  development.  PAGB's  statement 
notes  that  doctors  are  fairly  well  satisfied 
with  the  way  their  patients  use  home 
medicines. 

Most  home  medicines  are  used  for 
temporary  relief  of  known  symptoms  and 
understanding  of  their  properties  is 
acquired  from  doctors,  pharmacists,  nurses 
and  personal  experience.  PAGB  opposes 
further  restrictions  on  the  ready  avail- 
ability of  home  medicines — the  existence 
of  a  variety  of  products  fulfils  an  impor- 
tant need  by  providing  choice  and  greater 
relief  comes  from  strong  expectation  that 
trusted  medicines  are  effective. 

A  few  people  regularly  abuse  home 
medicines  but  PAGB  believes  this  small 
minority  "must  not  be  allowed  to  preju- 
dice the  utility  of  home  medicines  to  the 
99  per  cent  or  so  who  use  them  reasonably 
or  indeed  with  overcaution". 

Minister  urged  to  tackle 
over-use  of  medicines 

Mr  Jim  Bannerman,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  president,  was  expected  to  urge 
the  Secretary  for  Social  Services  on 
Wednesday  to  face  up  to  one  of  the  root 
causes  of  wastage  in  human  and  economic 
terms — the  encouragement  of  the  public 
to  buy  far  too  many  medicines. 

The  speech  was  to  be  given  to  the 
Society's  Norwich  Branch  after  C&D  went 
to  press  and  was  regarsEed  as  "a  challenge 
to  Mr  Ennals  in  bias  own  constituency". 
Stressing  that  education  campaigns  should 
start  in  the  home,  the  president  was  to 


invite  Mr  Ennals  to  ask  staff  in  the  local 
hospitals  about  the  tragic  consequences 
of  analgesic  overdosage  and  then  decide 
whether  such  products  should  be  sold 
freely  from  supermarket  shelves. 
□  Mr  Bannerman  was  interviewed  on 
Radio  London  on  Monday  about  how 
pharmacists  safeguard  the  public  against 
errors  occurring  when  receptionists  write 
repeat  prescriptions. 

National  survey  of  home 
accidents  under  way 

A  national  survey  of  accidents  in  the  home 
is  now  under  way. 

Addressing  the  annual  reception  of  the 
British  Standards  Institution,  Consumer 
Standards  Advisory  Committee,  Mr  John 
Fraser,  Minister  of  State  for  Prices  and 
Consumer  Protection,  said:  "By  mid-1977 
the  Safety  Research  Section  of  DPCP  will 
have  built  up  sufficient  data  to  provide 
detailed  information  related  to  home  acci- 
dents such  as  types  of  accidents,  products 
involved,  place  of  accident  and  age-groups 
most  at  risk.  It  will  be  the  first  time  such 
data  have  been  available  in  this  country 
and  indeed,  with  the  exception  of  the 
United  States,  the  first  time  they  have 
been  available  anywhere  in  ihe  world." 

"Turning  now  to  the  Green  Paper  on 
Consumer  Safety,  published  last  year,  he 
said  he  expected  that  firm  proposals  for 
the  new  legislation  would  be  published 
later  this  year,  possibly  as  a  White  Paper, 
and  that  a  Bill  would  be  introduced  into 
Parliament  as  soon  afterwards  as  the 
legislative  timetable  would  allow. 

CURB  is  showing 
signs  of  success 

There  are  indications  that  CURB — Cam- 
paign on  the  Use  and  Restriction  of 
Barbiturates — has  been  successful,  but 
only  time  will  tell. 

Dr  John  Bennett,  chairman,  said  last 
week  that  the  campaign  would  only  claim 
success  if  official  statistics,  yet  to  be  pub- 
lished, showed  a  marked  downward  swing 
in  the  number  of  prescriptions  issued  for 
barbiturates.  The  number  was  already 
declining  before  the  campaign  started  in 
spring  1975. 

"There  are  straws  in  the  wind,  however," 
Dr  Bennett  continued.  "Informal  (and 
therefore  unmeasured)  contacts  suggest 
that  many  more  doctors  are  not  prescrib- 
ing barbiturates  for  new  patients  and  many 
are  weaning  habituated  patients  off  them. 
Pharmacists  here  and  there  report  a  drop 
in  usage.  Questionnaires,  at  least  to  psy- 
chiatrists, geriatricians  and  general  prac- 
titioners in  some  parts  of  the  country, 
show  that  the  use  of  barbiturates  has 


diminished  or  been  given  up.  We  hope 
that  by  this  time  next  year  we  shall  have 
a  clear  image  of  our  success  or  failure." 

CURB  believed  initially  (hat  two  years 
would  be  long  enough  to  put  the  message 
across  to  doctors  and  it  still  held  that 
belief;  "It  was  never  intended  that  this 
should  be  a  relentless  everlasting  cam- 
paign," he  explained. 

Dr  Bennett  was  speaking  at  a  Press 
conference  to  launch  a  leaflet,  "How 
happy  are  you  in  bed?",  aimed  at  per- 
suading the  public  that  natural  sleep  ii 
better  than  "pill-sleep"  in  the  long  run 
Copies  have  been  sent  to  general  practi 
tioners  and  are  also  available  free  tc 
pharmacists  from  CURB,  Tavistock  House 
North,  Tavistock  Square,  London  WC1. 

NFU  working  party  to 
study  animal  medicines 

The  National  Farmers  Union  is  to  estab- 
lish a  working  party  to  study  the  animal 
medicines  included  in  the  proposed 
Merchants  List.  As  C&D  went  to  press  ii 
had  not  been  decided  whether  any  out 
side  organisations  would  be  included  irfl 
the  working  party. 

The  NFU  met  representatives  of  veteriH 
nary  bodies  last  month  and  discussecH 
"various  areas  of  agreement",  according 
to  a  spokesman,  but  no  definite  date  hafl 
yet  been  fixed  for  a  meeting  with  thfl 
Pharmaceutical  Society.

Prescription  charges  should  continue  to  be 
made  and  at  a  rate  which  would  raise 
additional  funds,  says  the  British  Medical 
Association  in  its  draft  evidence  to  the 
Royal  Commission  on  the  NHS. 

It  recommends  that  financing  of  health 
care  should  no  longer  be  based  on  an 
allocation  from  central  funds,  but  that  a 
separate  fund  should  be  raised,  with  the 
Government  making  payments  on  behalf 
of  people  unable  to  make  provision  for 
themselves.  The  revenue  from  the  public 
could  be  a  basic  compulsory  payment  to 
be  paid  regularly  by,  or  on  behalf  of, 
every  member  of  the  population  eg  col- 
lected by  employers  as  a  wage  deduction ; 
and  or  payments  made  for  the  use  of 
the  services. 

The  BMA  considers  that  hospital 
patients  should  make  a  substantial  contri- 
bution to  their  keep  and  that  present  ex- 
emptions from  prescription  charges  are 
unnecessary  in  some  cases  eg  exemptions 
for  all  pensioners  whatever  their  means 
and,  in  the  case  of  patients  with  minor 
thyroid  deficiency,  exemptions  from  all 
charges  whether  or  not  the  prescription 
is  related  to  the  illness.  The  BMA  does 
not  favour  the  imposition  of  consultation 
charges  levied  on  behalf  of  the  Govern- 
ment, because  such  "time-consuming  ad- 
ministration would  be  a  misuse  of  medical 
time".  However,  the  association  suggests 
medical  services  could  be  provided  on  a 
fee-paying  basis  with  subsequent  reim- 
bursement by  the  NHS  to  the  patient. 

The  independent  contractor  status  of 
family  practitioners  must  continue,  the 
BMA  recommends,  adding  that  practice 
from  health  centres  removes  a  degree  of 
this  independence  so  gps  should  be  en- 
couraged to  provide  their  own  premises. 

The  evidence  was  published  in  last 
last  week's  British  Medical  Journal  and  is 
to  be  discussed  at  the  BMA's  special 
representative  meeting  in  March. 
□  Dr  R.  A.  Keable-Elliott,  chairman, 
BMA's  general  medical  services  commit- 
tee said  on  a  BBC  radio  "Today"  pro- 
gramme last  week  that  it  was  totally  un- 
acceptable for  pharmacists  to  monitor 
doctors'  prescriptions.  It  was  not  the 
pharmacist's  function  to  practise  medicine 
but  to  refer  the  patient  to  the  doctor,  he 
said,  commenting  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  suggestion  (last  week,  pl08)  that 
pharmacists  should  monitor  the  effects  of 
drugs.  Pharmacists  should  spend  more  time 
on  their  existing  professional  role  and 
less  on  selling  toilet  rolls,  he  added.  Mr 
Raymond  Dickinson,  the  Society's  deputy 
secretary,  interviewed  on  the  same  pro- 
gramme, said  that  the  pharmacist's  mixed 
Irading  activities  gave  the  public  ready 
access  to  a  professionally  trained  person.

Is  it  now  time  to  give  pharmacists  the 
right  to  prescribe,  leaving  doctors  free  to 
concentrate  on  diagnosis  and  patient  coun- 
selling? asks  Mr  David  Dalglish,  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council, 
in  last  week's  Pulse. 

"Such  developments  would  demand  an 
increasing  willingness  on  the  part  of 
pharmacists  to  practise  in  health  centres 
or  group  medical  practices,  however,  for 
it  is  only  within  such  an  environment  that 
pharmacists  could  make  a  meaningful  con- 
tribution in  this  way." 

Mr  Dalglish  was  commenting  on  Dr 
Adrian  Rogers'  recent  articles  demanding 
an  end  to  the  "monopolistic  rights"  of 


The  Retail  Trading-Standards  Association 
is  arguing  that  retailers  should,  in  general, 
use  only  one  price  on  price  tickets  and  in 
promotion.  The  price  would  sometimes  be 
that  recommended  by  the  manufacturer, 
sometimes  not.  However,  the  latest  RTSA 
bulletin  argues  that  manufacturers  should 
be  allowed  to  recommend  prices  for  their 
products  in  advertisements,  lists,  etc.

This  will  not  always 
make  decisions  easy,  but  it  may  encourage 
manufacturers  and  retailers  who  sell  on 
claimed  discounts  to  stop  behaving  like

RTSA  argues  against  dual  pricing  at  point-of-sale 
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Guild  looks 
into  drugs 
bill  cuts 

The  council  of  the  Guild  of  Hospital 
Pharmacists  section  of  ASTMS  is  to  set  up 
a  small  working  party  to  investigate  how 
pharmacists  can  help  cut  the  drugs  bill. 

Dr  T.  D.  Whittet,  chief  pharmacist. 
Department  of  Health,  had  written  to  the 
Guild  outlining  the  suggestions  for  achiev- 
ing such  economies  which  had  been  put  to 
the  British  Medical  Association  by  the 
Secretary  for  Social  Services.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  council  last  week,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  Guild  would  wish  to  be  associated 
with  any  discussion  on  these  proposals 
and  that  Dr  Whittet  would  be  informed  of 
the  council's  views. 

Miss  Donna  Haber,  the  divisional  officer 
of  ASTMS  with  special  responsibility  for 
health  service  matters,  has  taken  over 
responsibility  for  the  Guild  from  divisional 
officer,  Jim  Mercer. 

Following  the  resignation  from  council 
of  Mr  C.  H.  Preston  Robinson  it  was 
agreed  that  Miss  Haber  would  be  the 
Guild's  representative  on  General  Whitley 
Council.  A  presentation  was  made  to  Mr 
Preston  Robinson  and  the  president,  Mr  C. 
Hetherington  paid  tribute  to  his  service. 

National  officer  Mr  R.  Bird  reported 
that  a  meeting  with  the  Parliamentary 
Under  Secretary  for  Health  and  Social 
Security,  Mr  E.  Deakins,  would  take  place 
on  February  22.  Concern  was  expressed 
over  the  delay  in  agreement  to  the  job 
description  for  the  area  pharmaceutical 
officer  to  Cumbria  AHA,  but  as  C&D 
went  to  press  it  was  learned  that  the  job 
description  had  been  released. 

It  was  recommended  that  all  pharma- 
cists in  full-time  employment  in  psychiatric 
hospital  be  made  aware  of  the  mental 
health  officer  position  within  the  National 
Health  Service  Superannuation  Scheme. 

Regulations  proposed  on 
aerosol  safety 

Safety  regulations  are  to  be  introduced  for 
aerosol  dispensers,  John  Eraser,  Minister 
for  Prices  and  Consumer  Protection,  an- 
nounced last  week. 

In  a  reply  to  a  Parliamentary  question 
from  Mrs  Joyce  Butler,  MP,  Mr  Fraser 
said  his  Department  was  circulating  a 
draft  of  proposed  aerosol  regulations  to 
interested  bodies  for  comment.  The  regu- 
lations, to  be  made  jointly  under  the 
European  Communities  Act  1972  and  the 
Consumer  Protection  Act  1961,  would 
make  it  an  offence  for  any  aerosol  to  be 
marked  with  the  symbol  of  a  reversed 
epsilon  unless  it  complied  with  the  direc- 
tive's provisions  concerning  aerosol  con- 
tainers and  their  contents.  The  regulations 
would  also  ban  the  use  of  vinyl  chloride 


monomer  as  a  propellant.  Copies  of  the 
draft  proposals  are  available  from  the 
Department  of  Prices  and  Consumer  Pro- 
tection, consumer  safety  unit,  room  101, 
I  Victoria  Street,  London  SW1H  OET. 

Government's  expenditure 
plans  outlined 

Total  expenditure  on  health  and  personal 
social  services  is  expected  to  fall  by  £8m 
to  £6, 524m  in  1977-78  and  increase  the 
following  year  to  £6, 587m. 

A  White  Paper,  "The  Government's 
Expenditure  Plans",  published  last  week 
(HMSO  Stationery  Office,  Cmnd  6721, 
£0  60)  gives  a  general  account  of  the  plans. 
A  second  volume,  to  be  published  sepa- 
rately, will  contain  details  of  individual 
expenditure  programmes.  Central  govern- 
ment expenditure  of  the  NHS  is  expected 
to  rise  from  £5,421m  in  1975-76,  to 
£5,526m  in  1976-77,  £5,528m  in  1977-78 
and  £5,573m  in  1978-79  at  1976  prices. 

The  Department  of  Health  is  currently 
investigating  ways  of  reducing  the  drugs 
bill  and  proposed  savings  of  £4  2m  in 
1977-78  and  £4  3m  in  1978-79  were 
announced  by  the  Secretary  for  Social 
Services  last  December. 

DITB  seeks  unchanged  levy 

The  Distributive  Industry  Training  Board 
is  to  recommend  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Employment  an  unchanged  levy  rate 
of  07  per  cent  of  payroll  for  the  year 
ending  July  31,  1977.  The  Board  is  further 
proposing  that  the  "option  point"  (below 
which  firms  are  not  required  to  pay  a  levy) 
should  be  fixed  at  ten  employees  or 
emoluments  of  £15,000  per  annum,  which- 
ever is  the  smaller.  The  emolument  figure 
has  been  raised  by  £2,000. 

As  a  concession  to  smaller  companies 
it  has  always  been  the  Broad's  practice  to 
ignore  an  initial  sum  of  emoluments  in 
calculating  levy  liability.  The  Board  now 
recommends  that  the  "abatement"  should 
be  increased  from  £6,000  to  £7,000.  The 
"minor  adjustments"  are  intended  to  take 
account  of  inflation,  says  the  Board. 

Industry's  record  exports 
but  concern  over  'imports' 

Record  export  figures  of  £452 -5m  were 
recorded  by  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
in  1976,  according  to  provisional  figures 
released  last  week  by  (he  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry.  The 
figures  represented  a  21  -3  per  cent  increase 
on  1975  exports,  but  imports  at  £139 -3m 
were  up  by  43  5  per  cent. 

The  surplus  of  exports  over  imports 
reached  another  record  figure  of  £3 13 -2m 
— an  increase  of  13  5  per  cent  on  the  1975 
surplus.  The  ratio  of  exports  to  imports 
for  1976  was  3-2:1  compared  with  38:1 
in  1975.  An  ABPI  spokesman  said,  "The 
decline  in  the  value  of  the  pound  against 
other  European  currencies  throughout  the 
year  was  an  obvious  contributing  factor 
but  does  not  tell  the  whole  story.  We  have 
repeatedly  warned,  over  the  past  two  to 
three  years,  that  Government  and  Labour 
Party  'interventionist"  policies  could  be 
harmful  to  the  industry's  investment  and 
positive  balance  of  payments  achieve- 
ments".

Topical  reflections 

BY  XRAYSER 

Royal  Commission 

Publication  of  details  of  the  evidence  submitted  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  the  Royal  Commission  on  the  National  Health  Service  provides 
some  indication  of  a  great  deal  of  close  study  and  hard  work.  It  is  a  lengthy 
document  and,  indeed,  one  may  wonder  if  that  is  not,  to  some  extent,  its 
weakness.  A  first  reading  of  it  suggests  that  no  stone  has  been  left  unturned, 
and  that  that  has  resulted  in  prolixity.  Yet,  it  must  be  said  that  it  conforms  to 
the  terms  of  reference,  even  if  one  is  left  with  a  feeling  that  some  stream- 
lining might  have  resulted  in  greater  impact.  Indeed,  some  of  the  points 
made  are  open  to  question. 

There  is  a  recommendation,  for  example,  that  "the  prescription  form 
should  be  redesigned  to  include  special  sections  for  the  insertion  by  the 
medical  practitioner  of  the  daily  dose  and  length  of  treatment,  the 
pharmacist  being  required  to  calculate  the  quantity  to  be  dispensed."  In  the 
light  of  the  recent  chaos  in  regard  to  "incomplete"  prescriptions,  what  steps 
are  to  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  doctor  will  provide  the  necessary 
information?  And  if  he  does  so,  is  it  quite  beyond  the  prescriber  to  do  the 
necessary  calculation?  "One  or  two  when  required  for  pain"  may  be  a  little 
vague  as  an  instruction,  but  I  should  not  like  to  be  required  to  calculate  14 
days'  supply  in  such  a  case.  There  was  a  recent  move  in  that  direction,  but 
the  suggestion  by  the  Society  is  that  that  did  not  go  far  enough,  although 
I  must  confess  I  have  little  evidence  of  its  use  by  the  doctor. 

Another  paragraph  deals  with  the  pharmacist's  responsibility  to  the 
patient  in  regard  to  side  effects,  drug  interactions  and  any  other  adverse 
reactions  associated  with  the  use  of  medicines.  "It  is  in  this  aspect  of 
patient  care  that  the  emphasis  of  the  pharmacist's  responsibility  lies",  the 
statement  goes  on,  "while  the  physician's  principal  concern  is  diagnosing 
the  illness  and  deciding  upon  the  treatment".  The  paragraph  further  states 
that  in  exercising  that  responsibility  the  pharmacist  should  be  given  every 
assistance  to  enable  him  to  alert  the  prescribing  physician  to  any  adverse 
reactions  associated  with  a  course  of  treatment. 

It  must  always  be  a  delicate  matter  to  discuss  the  question  of  side  effects. 
The  doctor  may  be  perfectly  well  aware  of  them  and  may  have  valid 
professional  reasons  for  not  disclosing  them  to  his  patient.  And  the 
pharmacist,  who  knows  of  the  possibility  of  such  symptoms  must  ever  be  on 
the  alert  to  avoid  suggesting  reactions  to  a  patient  who,  having  had  his 
attention  drawn  lo  the  matter,  will  suddenly  discover  such  reactions. 

Conflict 

The  Society  has  taken  the  opportunity  of  reiterating  its  view  that  all 
advertising  of  proprietary  medicines  should  ultimately  be  banned,  as 
advertising  can  persuade  the  public  to  buy  and  take  more  medicine  than  is 
necessary.  That,  of  course,  is  the  purpose  of  the  advertising,  and  the 
massive  outlay  on  such  publicity  is  not  speculative.  It  produces  results.  So 
long  as  that  situation  persists,  the  pharmacist  must  bring  his  professional 
discrimination  into  play,  for  where  medicines  are  concerned  the  transaction 
can  never  be  a  commercial  one. 

'Hut' 

The  tributes  to  the  late  W.  M.  Hutson  are  well  merited,  for  he  had  a  seeing 
eye  as  well  as  a  facile  pencil.  I  always  thought  that  his  genius  was  nowhere 
better  seen  than  in  a  large-scale  sketch  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  the  Regency  style  Council  chamber,  now,  alas,  only  a  memory. 
The  Council  members  were  depicted  in  period  costume,  but  the  ranks  have 
thinned  since  1961  and  not  all  by  the  work  of  the  grim  reaper.  The  Council 
chamber  was  a  fitting  meeting  place  for  an  august  professional  body  and 
your  artist  must  have  enjoyed  his  inspiration  on  that  day.

Figures  provided  by  Elida  Gibbs  indi- 
cate that  the  independent  chemist's  share 
of  the  toothpaste  market  has  declined,  and 
although  ihis  decline  has  levelled  off 
recently  Elida  Gibbs  say  that  they  have 
yet  to  see  any  signs  of  an  increase  in  this 
share.  They  feel  that,  because  the  trend  is 
for  sales  of  the  standard  and  large  sizes 
to  decline  and  economy  and  family  sizes 
lo  increase,  if  independent  chemists  are 
directing  their  promotional  effort  to  the 
smaller  sizes  they  will  have  difficulty  in 
rebuilding  their  share  of  the  overall  mar- 
ket. It  is  hoped  that  the  competition  will 
help  draw  attention  to  this.

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Protection  demands  attention, 
prevention  and  detection 


Stocklosses  in  the  retail  trade  are  estimated 
at  around  £500m  and  increasing  by  20  per 
cent  per  year,  but  nobody  really  knows  the 
true  figure  because  few  retailers  wish  to 
broadcast  their  losses  (assuming  they  know 
them!).  Yet  some  of  the  most  effective 
security  measures  cost  very  little  and  many 
may  be  carried  out  by  the  pharmacist  and 
his  staff. 

As  self  selection  methods  of  merchandis- 
ing have  been  introduced  to  keep  down 
retailing  costs  and  hence  prices  for  the 
consumer,  so  pilfering  has  grown.  It  is 
said  that  prices  could  be  reduced  by  a 
further  two  per  cent  if.  these  losses  were 
eliminated  but  as  few  retailers  can  afford 
to  go  back  to  counter  service,  they  must 
become  more  security  conscious. 

Pharmacies  attract  pilferers  because  the 
small  items  they  sell  are  easy  to  conceal, 
and  because  highly  priced  goods  are  often 
displayed  close  to  the  door.  From  the 
security  point  of  view  it  is  preferable  to 
place  bulky,  low  priced  products  (such  as 
tissues)  near  the  door,  and  the  more  attrac- 
tive items  where  staff  can  keep  them  under 
constant  observation.  Shop  layout  is  im- 
portant! The  requirements  of  display  some- 
times oppose  those  of  security,  but  if 
potential  pilferers  can  be  given  the  im- 
pression that  they  are  observed  at  all  times 
they  will  probably  try  their  luck  elsewhere. 
Deterrents  are  good  lighting ;  views  not 
obstructed  by  shop  fittings ;  placing  the 
till  on  a  rostrum  giving  not  only  a  clear 
view  of  it,  but  the  operator  a  clear  view 
of  the  shop ;  siting  the  till  well  away  from 
the  door ;  acknowledgment  of  all  custo- 
mers' presence ;  raising  the  dispensary 
above  shop  floor  level ;  placing  staff, 
security  mirrors  and  closed  circuit  tele- 
vision cameras  in  areas  hidden  from  view. 
The  shop  security  layout  should  be  up- 
dated as  requirements  demand.  A  silent 
warning  system  such  as  a  light  flashing  in 
stock  rooms  to  alert  staff  to  watch  a 
suspicious  character  could  be  useful. 

3pc  of  turnover  saved 

Security  mirrors  are  available  in  a 
variety  of  forms.  Volumatic  Ltd,  Taurus 
House,  Kingfield  Road,  Coventry  CV6 
5AS,  claim  that  many  customers  using 
their  mirrors  have  achieved  reductions  in 
losses  through  pilferage  of  three  per  cent 
of  turnover.  They  can  provide  two-way 
mirrors,  back-to-back  gondola-mounted 
mirrors,  wall  mirrors  with  universal  joints 
and  extension  arms,  slimview  mirrors  for 
low  ceilings,  scanning  arms  to  rotate  the 
mirrors,  and  brightly  coloured  frames  to 
bring  them  to  the  thief's  immediate  atten- 
tion. Regular  cleaning  and  staff  training 
in  the  use  of  mirrors  are  essential  to  deter 
the  pilferer,  however. 
Wrapping   and   individual   pricing  of 


stock,  noting  serial  numbers  and  providing 
receipts  can  all  identify  pilfered  stock 
when  occasion  necessitates,  and  will  aid 
police  to  return  property  to  rightful 
owners.  Loop  alarm  systems  or  simply  a 
chain  threaded  through  appropriate  stock 
will  deter  most  thieves,  and  can  be  adapted 
to  protect  stock  without  convenient  handles 
— Volumatic's  Limpet  device,  for  example. 

Recruit  carefully 

Overall,  staff  are  estimated  to  account 
for  twice  as  many  stocklosses  as  customers 
do,  hence  vigilance  is  especially  important 
when  choosing  new  staff.  References  must 
be  taken  up  and  employment  gaps  checked. 
Often  a  telephone  call  to  a  previous  em- 
ployer and  the  question  "Would  you  re- 
employ this  person?"  will  produce  sufficient 
information  about  a  prospective  employee's 
honesty.  It  is  probably  better  to  be  under- 
manned for  a  while  than  to  employ  some- 
body who  not  only  reduces  profits  but  may 
also  encourage  others  into  the  pilfering 
habit — perhaps  even  to  the  extent  of 
organising  an  exchange  of  stolen  stock 
between  different  departments.  Written 
rules  incorporating  conditions  of  search 
and  other  security  matters  should  be  part 
of  the  employment  contract.  If  staff  refuse 
to  be  searched  and  the  employer  is 
suspicious  the  police  can  be  called.  Some- 
where for  staff  to  lock  away  their  personal 
bags  and  possessions  should  be  provided, 
but  bags  should  not  be  allowed  on  the 
shop  floor.  A  generous  staff  sales-discount 
should  be  allowed  but  if  damaged  goods 
are  sold  to  staff  at  reduced  prices,  damages 
might  become  more  frequent! 

Staff  have  access  to  the  till  and  cash  is 


not  readily  identifiable,  therefore  it  is  im- 
perative to  adopt  a  system  of  till  security. 
Each  day,  the  till  total  must  be  read  and 
the  money  balanced.  Anomalies  must  be 
queried.  Spot  checks  during  the  day  pro- 
duce uncertainty  in  the  would-be-thief. 
"No-sales"  should  be  signed  by  a  senior 
assistant  or  preferably  the  manager. 

Tom  Drake  Associates  Ltd,  7  High 
Street,  Ewell,  Surrey,  have  produced  a 
leaflet  "How  to  stop  shoplifters",  available 
free  on  request.  This  lists  "causes  and 
methods  of  shoplifting",  "things  to  watch 
for",  "places  of  concealment"  and  "how 
to  prevent  shoplifting".  The  leaflet  points 
out  that  the  rewards  for  overcoming  the 
problem  are  bigger  profits,  higher  staff 
morale  and  greater  peace  of  mind. 

Free  advice 

Advice  from  the  local  police  crime 
prevention  officer  is  essential!  He  will 
provide,  free  of  charge,  an  assessment  of 
present  security,  recommendation  for  im- 
provement, suggested  equipment  and  the 
best  local  firms  to  contact  (the  largest  and 
best  known  national  firms  are  not  neces- 
sarily the  best  in  any  particular  area),  and 
scrutiny  of  a  firm's  suggested  security 
system.  He  will  also  advise  on  organising 
a  training  programme  for  staff — visiting 
them  before  or  after  opening  hours — and 
by  a  close  liaison  with  retailers  in  the 
neighbourhood  he  will  assist  in  setting  up 
an  early  warning  system  on  local  "villains". 
A  recent  survey  showed  that  most  shop 
managers  and  owners  believe  the  police  to 
be  co-operative  but  they  consider  magis- 
trates do  not  impose  sufficient  deterrents

with  fines  ranging  from  £10  up  to  £400. 

Children,  once  thought  of  as  best  seen 
and  not  heard,  now  prefer  to  be  neither 
seen  nor  heard,  having  become  a  force  to 
be  reckoned  with  among  shopthieves.  The 
five  to  eight-year-old  age  group  often  steals 
in  liaison  with  mother  or  a  relative,  putting 
items  into  the  shopping  bag,  prompted  by 
the  adult  who  claims  surprise  if  challenged. 
The  11  to  15-year-olds  steal  in  groups, 
often  under  threat  from  others  and  keep- 
ing "order  books"  for  friends.  Watch  for 
gangs  whose  members  divert  the  attention 
of  staff.  Sound  advice  is  to  prosecute  if  a 
thief  is  caught.  It  might  well  be  worth 
banning  these  groups  from  the  shop.  Ac- 
cording to  F.  R.  Pegg,  chief  executive, 
Volumatic  Ltd,  a  recent  court  decision 
(Regina  v  McPherson)  means  that  a  shop- 
lifter no  longer  has  to  leave  the  premises 
before  apprehension  may  take  place,  pro- 
vided the  staff  are  absolutely  certain  that 
a  crime  has  been  committed  by  the 
person.  It  is  now  an  offence  to  carry  de- 
vices such  as  hooks  and  special  boxes 
which  would  deliberately  aid  theft. 

Many  pharmacists  may  be  deterred  from 
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Volumatic's 
Limpet  antipilfer- 
age  discs  may  be 
stuck  to  merchan- 
dise and  set  off  an 
alarm  if  removed.

prosecuting  a  thief  because  of  the  time  and 
expense  of  court  appearances.  If  a  store 
detective  is  employed  and  makes  an  arrest, 
only  he  need  appear  in  court.  It  is  with 
this  in  mind  and  the  accompanying  finan- 
cial savings  (locums  etc)  that  a  group  of 
small  retailers  could  employ  the  services 
of  a  detective  on  a  rota  basis  between 
them.  Sesco  (Security)  Ltd,  Jubilee  Works, 
Chapel  Road,  Hounslow,  Middlesex,  run 
a  security  training  and  store  detective 
placement  service.  They  suggest  arranging, 
through  a  local  chamber  of  commerce, 
for  one  member  of,  say,  a  parade  of 
shops,  actually  to  employ  a  detective  with 
other  members  contributing  to  the  cost. 
Group  4,  Total  Security  Ltd,  Farncombe 
House,  Broadway,  Worcestershire,  hire  out 
their  detectives  at  around  £3-50  per  hour, 
providing  a  reasonable  number  of  hours 
can  be  organised  in  a  locality.  Test  pur- 


chases can  also  be  made  on  such  a  basis. 

The  Association  for  the  Prevention  of 
Theft  in  Shops,  19  Buckingham  Gate, 
London  SW1E  6LB,  has  been  set  up 
recently  to  work  closely  with  subscribing 
members  and  their  security  advisers.  Its 
object  is  to  disseminate  information  among 
retailers  to  encourage  critical  study  of  the 
ways  in  which  theft  in  shops  can  be 
obtained. 

Shopbreaking  offences  are  estimated  at 
127,000  per  year,  although  for  many  of 
these  "shop  entering"  would  be  a  better 
description — thieves  entered  through  un- 
locked doors  or  windows  or  used  duplicate 
keys.  Care  and  vigilance  are  the  main 
factors  since  the  most  sophisticated  of 
devices  is  of  little  value  if  not  used.  Phar- 
macy premises  are  often  vulnerable 
because  they  are  converted  residential 
premises    not    designed    for  intensive

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security.  Although  an  owner  is  allowed 
to  use  reasonable  force  to  protect  his  pro- 
perty, booby  traps  designed  to  injure  in- 
truders are  illegal. 

For  back  yards,  a  high  wall  can  provide 
cover  for  the  thief;  a  chain  link  fence 
topped  by  barbed  wire  is  safer  (but  local 
authority  planning  regulations  may  restrict 
its  use).  Where  a  wall  is  present,  grille 
gates  which  cannot  be  lifted  off  their 
hinges,  or  solid  doors  with  an  inspection 
panel,  allow  a  view  of  the  yard.  Good 
quality,  close-shackle  padlocks  and  locking- 
bars  should  be  used  on  solid  doors,  and 
the  yard  well  lit.  Side  or  back  doors  should 
be  solid,  not  glazed,  with  locks  of  at  least 
BS  3621  /63  quality.  If  mortise  locks  and 
bolts  are  used  it  should  be  remembered 
that  too  many  may  weaken  the  door  and 
that  there  is  little  point  in  using  good 
quality  devices  on  poor  quality  doors.  Two 
bolts,  one  top  and  bottom,  and  a  central 
mortise  deadlock  should  be  adequate  but 
if  the  door  is  used  for  street  entry  then  a 
cylinder  lock  with  deadlock  should  be 
used  for  automatic  closing,  with  a  mortise 
deadlock  for  extra  protection.  Hinge  bolts, 
thrown  automatically  on  closing  the  door, 
provide  added  strength. 

Key  registration 

To  prevent  unauthorised  key  registration 
some  lock  suppliers  will  operate  a  key 
registration  system  whereby  only  an 
authorised  signatory  can  obtain  a  duplicate. 
Kaba  Locks  Ltd,  Riverdene  Industrial 
Estate,  Molesey  Road,  Hersham,  Walton- 
on-Thames,  produce  an  unusual  key  de- 
signed to  prevent  easy  copying.  This,  with 
key  registration,  can  give  extra  security,

but  for  convenience  a  master-key  system 
can  be  provided  so  that  one  master  key 
can  open  several  locks  operated  by  dif- 
ferent keys;  or  the  same  key  can  operate 
many  locks,  and  replacement  cylinders  can 
be  ordered  to  a  specific  key  to  adapt  an 
existing  lock. 

Electronics  are  entering  the  security 
market  especially  in  alarms  and  locks.  The 
latter  can  be  operated  by  digital  devices 


the  size  of  a  pocket  calculator  using  a 
code  number  programmed  to  ring  an  alarm 
if  incorrectly  entered.  The  code  can  be 
readily  changed  to  another  should  it  fall 
into  the  wrong  hands.  Card  identity  keys 
can  also  be  used  to  operate  a  lock.  A 
variety  of  alarms  can  be  obtained,  some 
intended  for  non-professional  installation, 
and  may  be  operated  by  electrical  contact, 
light  beam  contact  or  pressure  mats. 
According  to  YTA  Group  Ltd,  Swineford 
Mill,  Bitton,  Bristol,  98  per  cent  of  alarm 
calls  are  false,  although  their  Lynx  system 
could  reduce  the  problem  by  30  per  cent. 

False  alarm  calls 

The  police  suggested  to  C&D  during 
preparation  of  this  article  that  the  main 
problem  is  old  or  unserviced  alarms.  The 
wise  proprietor  will  have  his  alarm  system 
regularly  serviced  to  prevent  false  alarms 
and  a  possible  refusal  from  the  police  to 
attend  any  calls.  The  National  Supervisory 
Council  for  Intruder  Alarm  Industry,  St 
Ives  House,  St  Ives  Road,  Maidenhead, 
Berks  can  provide  a  list  of  approved  alarm 
installers,  and  insurance  companies  often 
insist  on  alarms  fitted  by  NSCIAI  members. 

The  National  Association  of  Shopfitters 
has  adopted  minimum  standards  for  the 
currently  popular  aluminium  framed  doors, 
based  on  recommendations  of  the  West 
Midlands  Crime  Prevention  Panel,  which 
considered  that  the  hollow  frames  gave 
cause  for  concern.  The  standards  relate  to 
alloy,  frame  design  and  strength,  lock  and 
key  design,  door  frame  strength  and  glass 
thickness.  For  those  on  a  limited  security 
budget,  good  quality  locks  and  bolts  are

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held  to  be  more  important  than  alarms. 

To  prevent  a  thief  getting  onto  the  roof, 
drainpipes  should  be  "lagged"  with  barbed 
wire,  or  anti-climb  paint  used.  Skylights 
should  be  guarded  with  steel  bars,  and 
cellar  flaps  bolted  and  padlocked  on  the 
inside.  Despite  the  "save  it"  energy  cam- 
paign, a  light  should  be  left  on  or  set  on  a 
time  switch.  A  Guard  Light  switch,  opera- 
ted by  photo-cell,  can  be  plugged  between  a 
lamp  and  wall  socket  for  convenience.  The 
police  should  be  notified  of  lights  intended 
to  be  on;  as  intruders  may  turn  them  off. 

A  good  security  device  is  a  closed  circuit 
television  set  placed  in  the  window  with  a 
camera  sited  in  hidden  areas  such  as  a 
rear  dispensary.  Securivision,  116  Rectory 
Lane,  Prestwich,  Manchester,  provide 
closed  circuit  television  quoting  as  little 
as  £4  per  week  rental.  Claiming  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  approval  and 
installation  in  250  UK  pharmacies,  the 
company  says  that  further  advantages  of 
the  system  are  improved  supervision  and 
efficiency.  Merchandising  can  also  be  more 
open  with  less  risk.  Recently  two  convic- 
tions have  been  secured  on  videotape 
evidence  so  this  may  be  a  worthwhile 
addition.  Recordings  could  also  be  used 
to  point  out  suspicious  characters  to  staff. 
Securivision  estimate  from  £500-£900  to 
add  a  video  tape  device  to  an  existing 
closed  circuit  television  system.  A  "satel- 
lite" camera  with  up  to  five  lenses  which 
can  be  panned,  zoomed  or  tilted  for  closer 
surveillance  is  offered  by  Photoscan,  Upper 
Halliford  Green,  Shepperton,  Middlesex. 

Keyholders  and  any  subsequent  changes 
should  be  notified  to  the  police — valuable 
time  can  be  wasted  in  trying  to  contact  an 
ex-keyholder — and  primary  keyholders 
should  not  live  too  far  away.  The  police 
cannot  enter  until  a  keyholder  arrives. 

An  intruder  will  be  deterred  by  three 
main  factors:  Light,  noise  and  delay. 
Window  smashers  often  find  large  panes

too  noisy.  If  the  glass  is  reinforced  by 
metal  grilles,  or  Madico-polyester  film,  or 
replaced  by  May  and  Baker's  Makrolon 
transparent  sheet  or  Thomas  Bennett's 
Impactex  "anti-bandit"  glass,  pilferers 
should  find  difficulty  in  breaking  in  by  this 
route.  Another  point  to  remember  is  that 
the  public  are  by  now  used  to  alarms 
ringing  at  opening  and  closing  times.  These 
are  becoming  popular  times  for  robberies 
where  noise  is  unavoidable. 

Cash  should  not  be  hidden  in  the  shop 
(the  thief  probably  knows  more  hiding 
places  than  the  owner).  Better  to  use  a  safe 
— though  an  inefficient  one  probably  aids 
the  thief  since  it  draws  attention  to  itself. 
If  it  weighs  less  than  a  ton  it  should  be 
fixed  to  the  floor.  Tills  must  be  cleared 
frequently  (and  always  at  night)  into  the 
safe  and  kept  locked  when  not  in  use.  A 
useful  device  is  the  Counter-cache  which 
accepts  notes  whilst  locked  to  the  under- 
side of  the  till  counter  but  prevents 
easy  pilfering.  A  till  must  be  left  open 
at  night  or  the  thief  will  damage  it — 
possibly  the  most  expensive  loss.  For 
banking — as  frequently  as  common  sense 
allows — young  girls  must  not  be  used.  Two 
adults,  preferably  men,  are  better,  not  in 
overalls  and  not  with  money  packed  into 
obvious  cash  bags.  Notes  should  be  put  in 
pockets  and  change  in  an  ordinary  looking 
case,  or  better — men's  or  ladies'  special 
pilfer  proof  bags  are  available  which  emit 
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smoke  and  an  audible  alarm  if  snatched. 
Volumatic  provide  12  months  free  insur- 
ance with  theirs.  The  route  and  time  of 
banking  should  be  varied  and  quiet  streets 
avoided,  especially  at  night.  Walking 
against  the  traffic  flow  prevents  an  attack 
from  a  car  coming  up  behind.  In  the  event 
of  an  attack  the  money  should  be  thrown 
away — under  a  bus  or  behind  a  wall ;  this 
may  well  save  the  carrier  from  injury  and 
prevent  the  thief  taking  the  cash.  If 
suspicious  characters  are  noticed  outside 
the  premises  when  leaving,  the  police 
should  be  informed.  With  unemployment 
on  the  increase  and  the  larger  shops  be- 
coming more  security  conscious,  cash 
snatches  are  becoming  more  popular,  even 
for  £20-£30. 

Some  recent  advice  to  Australian  phar- 
macists might  be  well  heeded  here  in 
Britain.  The  West  Australian  branch  of  the 
Pharmacy  Guild  suggests  that  a  regular 
drill  be  held,  involving  all  staff,  so  that 
they  will  know  the  procedure  in  event  of 
a  hold-up.  The  staff  are  advised  to  practise 
the  art  of  observation  in  order  to  sharpen 
their  memory.  A  checklist  is  suggested 
requiring  information  on  the  bandit's 
posture,  gait,  hair,  eyes  and  shape  of  ears, 
nose,  lips  and  teeth.  Details  on  dress, 
scars,  tattoos,  hands,  voice,  jewellery  and 
getaway  vehicles  are  also  required.  Phar- 
macists are  advised  to  mark  the  door 
frame  at  fixed  heights  so  that  an  offender's 
height  can  be  estimated  as  he  leaves.  The 
pharmacy  location  together  with  police 
telephone  number  should  be  kept  next  to 
the  telephone,  so  that  no  matter  who  tele- 
phones, there  need  be  no  confusion  or 
delay.  It  is  also  suggested  that  the  floor  be 
marked  where  the  bandit  stood,  to  aid 
police  and  fingerprint  experts. 

Condemned  without  trial 

For  local  police  procedure  in  the  event 
of  robbery,  the  crime  prevention  officer 
should  be  contacted.  Thieves,  even  staff, 
when  caught  are  best  reported  to  the 
police,  otherwise  they  may  be  condemned 
without  trial  or  possibly  rob  somebody 
else.  The  Distributive  Industry  Training 
Board  has  produced  a  security  manual, 
designed  to  improve  security  procedures, 
which  may  be  used  by  itself  or,  in  con- 
junction with  a  film  and  handout  sheets,  it 
can  be  integrated  into  the  crime  prevention 
officer's  training  programme.

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the  police  by  paying  attention  to  their 
drug  stocks,  particularly  the  Controlled 
Drugs.  Every  theft  should  be  reported 
together  with  any  information  regarding 
quantity,  brands  etc.  Stocks  of  CD's 
should  be  kept  to  a  minimum  and  suspect 
prescriptions  should  be  checked  and 
reported  to  the  police  if  the  pharmacist 
remains  suspicious. 

Security  has  been  stated  to  be  the  growth 
industry  of  the  decade,  and  0  1-05  per  cent 
of  turnover  may  be  a  realistic  security 
budget.  Yet,  as  we  have  seen,  many  effec- 
tive security  measures  for  the  retailer  need 
cost  little  and  may  be  organised  by  the 
proprietor  or  manager.

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Cosmetics  and  toiletries 
hit  by  'hyper-inflation' 


"Statistics  for  the  April  to  June  period 
1976  provide,  for  the  first  time,  some  evi- 
dence that  the  current  economic  climate 
is  now  beginning  to  have  a  more  than 
marginal  adverse  influence  on  consumer 
demand  for  cosmetics  and  toiletries."  That 
comment  comes  from  the  latest  cosmetics 
and  toiletry  preparations  review,  pre- 
pared by  Communications  and  Marketing 
Partnership  Ltd  from  the  Department  of 
Industry  data. 

Consumer  spending  in  food  shops  re- 
corded the  quarter's  best  performance, 
with  an  increase  of  15  -9  per  cent  on  year- 
ago  levels.  That  compared  well  with  total 
spending,  but  chemists,  having  recorded  an 
above-average  performance  for  the  12 
months  ended  March  31,  1976,  fared  badly 
with  an  increase  of  only  10 -3  per  cent. 

The  review  shows  how  hyper-inflation 
is  putting  pressure  on  family  budgets  and 
really  forcing  selectivity  in  spending  pat- 
terns. Previously  only  certain  segments  of 
the  market  had  been  adversely  affected 
but  now  fragrances  alone  seem  to  be 
escaping  the  pressure. 

The  fragrance  sector  covers  perfumes, 
i  Colognes,  toilet  waters,  talc  and  dusting 
powders,  bath  oils,  creams,  essences  and 
other  forms  of  bath  additives.  The  devel- 
opment of  spray  packs  and  the  discovery 
that  television  is  highly  effective  for  sell- 
ing fragrances  resulted  in  a  boom  in  con- 
sumer demand  for  perfumes,  Colognes 
and  eau  de  toilettes  early  last  year.  In 
the  year  to  June  1976  the  fragrance  sector 
was  worth  £79  million  at  msp  and  accoun- 
ted for  22  per  cent  of  the  total  cosmetic 
and  toiletries  market.  During  the  same 
period  aggresive  new  fragrance  launches 
and  a  heavy  advertising  expenditure  of 
£6m — 64  per  cent  up  on  the  previous 
period — meant  that  overall  growth  from 
the  corresponding  period  a  year  earlier 
was  24  per  cent ;  prices  probably  rose  by 
20  per  cent  so  volume  growth  was  about 
4  per  cent.  In  the  April  to  June  quarter, 
shipments  by  manufacturers  to  retailers 
and  wholesalers  in  the  UK  increased  by 
25y  per  cent,  prices  rose  by  about  16  per 
cent  and  real  term  growth  was  thus  around 
9  per  cent. 

Men's  purchases  at  low  ebb 

The  last  CMP  report  (C&D,  November 
20,  p713)  showed  a  decline  of  2  per  cent 
in  the  men's  toiletries  market,  and  during 
the  April  to  June  period  the  situation 
'Worsened.  It  is  suggested  that  as  male 
users  consider  these  products  "non-essen- 
ial",  self-purchasing  may  have  been  at  a 
ow  ebb  as  priorities  of  purchasing  changed. 
The  segment  was  worth  about  £27jm  at 
msp  in  the  12  month  period  to  June  1976 
ind  at  that  level  accounted  for  7-7  per 
:ent  of  the  total  cosmetics  and  toiletries 
market.  Sales  were  10  per  cent  up  on  the 
previous  year,  but  with  prices  rising  by 


almost  22  per  cent,  a  volume  decline  of 
around  12  per  cent  is  suggested. 

In  the  April  to  June  quarter  1976  sales 
of  men's  toiletries  amounted  to  £4lm  at 
msp,  a  decline  of  1 1  per  cent  on  the  year 
ago  level.  Prices  were  up  by  about  164. 
per  cent,  again  suggesting  a  real  term 
decline. 

A  sluggishness  in  advertising  expenditure 
on  make-up  items  is  recorded.  At  £34m  it 
was  6  per  cent  lower  than  a  year  earlier, 
indicating  that  consumers  are  being  ex- 
posed to  less  and  less  make-up  advertising. 
The  UK  domestic  market  for  these  items 
was  worth  £424m  at  msp  in  the  year  to 
June  1976,  at  which  level  it  accounted  for 
12  per  cent  of  the  overall  market.  Prices 
rose  by  21  per  cent  and  so  with  an  over- 
all growth  from  June  1975  of  12  per  cent, 
a  volume  downturn  of  9  per  cent  is  sug- 
gested. In  the  April  to  June  quarter  1976 
sales  were  £10m  at  msp,  6,L  per  cent  up 
on  the  year-ago  period;  prices  were  up 
by  16  per  cent  suggesting  the  quarter's 
sales  were  down  some  9-10  per  cent  in 
volume  terms. 

Skin  care  demand  decline 

Although  skin  care  was  the  most  buoy- 
ant segment,  demand  for  these  prepara- 
tions is  declining  rapidly,  according  to 
CMP.  The  market  was  worth  £44m  at 
msp  in  the  year  to  June  1976,  at  which 
level  it  accounted  for  1 2+  per  cent  of  the 
overall  cosmetic  and  toiletries  market. 
Compared  with  sales  in  the  year  to  June 

1975  this  represents  a  growth  of  13  per 
cent,  but  once  again  prices  being  up  by 
over  2 1 3  per  cent  suggests  a  volume  de- 
cline of  around  84  per  cent.  In  the  April 
to  June  period  1976,  demand  increased  by 
only  6  per  cent,  prices  were  21+  per  cent 
higher  and  there  was  therefore  a  real-term 
drop  of  around  154  per  cent. 

A  decline  in  the  hair  preparations  seg- 
ment was  probably  influenced  by  the  fact 
that  consumer  exposure  to  advertising  has 
fallen  because  spending  has  failed  to  keep 
pace  with  rising  space  and  time  rates.  Up 
to  now  the  category  has  been  singularly 
successful,  although  statistics  for  the  July 
to  September  1975  quarter  revealed  the 
first  signs  ol  a  slowing  down  in  the  growth 
rate.  A  comparison  of  overall  growth  and 
price    increases    for   January    to  March 

1976  suggested  that  there  was  a  downturn 
in  consumer  demand  on  a  volume  basis 
for  the  first  time.  Excluding  shampoos,  the 
market  was  worth  £674m  in  the  12  months 
to  June  1976-  shampoos  were  worth  just 
under  £23m.  Shampoo  sales  were  up  by 
1 9  per  cent  on  year-ago  figures;  "other 
preparations"  by  14  per  cent,  giving  an 
overall  increase  of  15  per  cent.  In  the 
April  to  June  quarter  1976  total  category 
sales  reached  £234  million  as  msp — an 
increase  of  1 1  per  cent. 

The    deodorants    market    was  worth 


i  18jm  in  the  year  to  June  1976,  and 
accounted  for  58  per  cent  of  the  "other 
toiletries"  category.  The  exceptional  sum- 
mers of  1975  and  1976  meant  that  the 
depilatories  market  showed  substantial 
real-growth — the  market  was  worth  £l-6m 
at  msp  in  the  year  ended  June  1976  and  at 
that  level  accounted  for  a  mere  5  per  cent 
of  the  total  "others"  category.  The  increase 
over  the  year  to  June  1975  was,  however, 
34  per  cent — well  above  the  prices  rise  for 
the  "other"  preparations  category  of  18 
per  cent. 

Volume  demand  for  dental  care  pro- 
ducts held  its  own,  the  market  being  worth 
almost  £404m  at  msp  in  the  year  to  June 
1976;  compared  with  the  corresponding 
year  ago  period  it  increased  22  per  cent.

ECR  3000  electronic  cash  register 

The  ECR  3000  (about  £390)  is  the  first  of 
a  new  range  of  Citizen  electronic  cash 
registers,  and  has  been  designed  to  provide 
information,  security,  and  speed  of  service, 
as  well  as  relief  from  tedious  figure  work, 
according  to  the  manufacturer,  Esselte 
Products  Ltd,  Telford  Road,  Houndmills 
Estate,  Basingstoke,  Hants. 

Three  accumulating  total  registers 
record  cash  sales,  credit  sales  and  total 
VAT  collected.  As  wei!  as  printing  an 
audit  roll,  the  ECR  3000  issues  receipts, 
printed  as  required  with  date,  company 
name  and  VAT  number.  The  cash  drawer 
has  five  coin  compartments,  and  a  number 
of  variable  note  compartments.  Both 
operator  and  customer  displays  appear  in 
bold,  green  digits,  and  change  is  auto- 
matically computed.  The  standby  power 
source — rechargeable  batteries — ensure  that 
the  register  will  retain  the  contents  of  its 
electronic  memories  for  some  25  hours 
after  a  main  power  failure. 

Boxes,  trays  from  corrugated  plastic 

Sterilisation  boxes  and  instrument  trays 
made  from  a  plastic  corrugated  board 
have  recently  been  marketed  by  Brittains 
Hospital  Supplies  Ltd,  Cheddleton,  Leek, 
Staffs  ST13  7EF.  Named  Duraclave,  the 
containers  are  claimed  to  have  the  ability 
to  withstand  repeated  sterilisation  in  high 
vacuum  steam  autoclaves  at  temperatures 
up  to  134°C.  The  material,  Correx,  is  an 
ethylene/ propylene  single  piece  extrusion 
comprising  two  layers  of  plastic  joined  by 
internal  ribbing,  totalling  4mm  in  thick- 
ness; its  advantages  include  high  strength- 
to-weight  ratio  and  growth  inhibitor  to 
micro-organisms. 

New  molecular  filters 

Millipore  (UK)  Ltd,  Abbey  Road,  Park 
Royal,  London  NW10  7SP  are  introducing 
two  types  of  molecular  filters  to  form 
a  new  range  of  ultrafiltration  materials.

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Council  considers  course  on 
general  practice  management 


The  possibility  of  holding  a  week-end 
course  on  "Management  efficiency  in  NHS 
general  pharmaceutical  service"  was  dis- 
cussed at  last  month's  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland  Council  meet- 
ing. Professor  P.  F.  D'Arcy  explained  that 
the  course  was  specially  designed  for  pre- 
registration  students  but  would  be  of 
interest  to  general  practice  pharmacists  for 
whom  arrangements  could  be  made  to 
attend  on  one  or  both  days  of  the  course. 

Drs  F.  T.  Booth  and  I.  F.  Jones  of  the 
pharmacy  practice  research  unit,  school  of 
studies  in  pharmacy,  Bradford  University 
had  produced  a  booklet  which  could  be 
pre-circulated  and  would  prepare  appli- 
cants for  the  concentrated  course.  Profes- 
sor D'Arcy  pointed  out  that  as  the  course 
was  not  recognised  by  the  Department  of 
Health  neither  attendance  expenses  nor 
leave  of  absence  for  students  undertaking 
practical  training  would  be  granted. 

Fifty-place  limit 

A  week-end  course  was  therefore 
required  and  it  was  proposed  to  run  from 
10  am,  Saturday  March  26  to  5  pm,  March 
27.  Lunch  and  overnight  accommodation 
would  be  available  but  the  costs  would 
have  to  be  borne  by  those  attending.  The 
course  would  be  limited  to  50  places  and 
?.  decision  on  its  taking  place  had  to  be 
made  soon.  The  cost  to  the  Society  of 
providing  the  course  was  discussed  and 
referred  to  a  meeting  of  the  Education 
Committee. 

The  secretary,  Mr  W.  Gorman,  reported 
the  receipt  of  an  up-to-date  list  of 
recommendations  by  the  advisory  commit- 
tee on  borderline  substances  accepted  by 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Ser- 
vices. Mr  G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  surprised  to 
see  one  or  two  substances  which  were 
being  prescribed  for  certain  conditions, 
included  in  the  list,  asked  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Education  Committee  for 
consideration  ;  Council  agreed. 

Benevolent  Fund  income 

Presenting  the  accounts  of  the  Northern 
Ireland  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  for 
fhe  year  ended  December  31,  1976,  Mr 
Mcllhagger  said  there  had  been  a  magni- 
ficent response  by  the  members  to  the 
president's  appeal  which  amounted  to 
£2,136  40.  The  interest  from  investments 
totalled  £1,024  and  Savings  Bank  interest 
was  £124.  The  total  income  for  the  year 
was  £3,399-58  and  grants  amounting  to 
£1,895  had  been  made. 

The  Fund's  assets  were  now  £17,014 
and  the  investments  purchased  for  £13,261 
had  been  valued  at  £12,182.  Taking  into 
account  the  present  state  of  the  stock 
market  he  thought  the  investment  policy 
had  proved  reasonably  good.  The  sum  of 
£3,753  in  the  Savings  Bank  account  was 
larger  than  required  but  that  was  due  to 


the  fact  that  the  amount  subscribed  in 
response  to  the  president's  appeal  had 
been  transferred  to  the  Fund  just  before 
Christmas  and  time  had  not  permitted  an 
investment  to  be  purchased.  Mr  Chambers 
said  that  while  it  was  essential  to  provide 
financial  assistance  to  those  in  need  he 
felt  the  members  of  the  Committee  were 
performing  a  useful  work  in  keeping  con- 
tact with  the  recipients  and  offering  advice 
in  their  everyday  problems. 

A  committee  composed  of  the  president, 
v.ce-president,  Mr  Hunter  and  the  secre- 
tary was  appointed  to  make  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  president's  dinner  in  March. 

The  president,  Mr  J.  Chambers,  said  he 
was  delighted  to  see  Mr  Adair  present 
after  his  illness.  He  hoped  that  he  had 
made  a  complete  recovery.  Reports  from 
the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee were  adopted.

Government  delays  hold  up 
pharmacy  rebuilding 

A  pharmacist  and  other  retailers  in 
Portrush,  co  Antrim,  are  very  critical  of 
delays  in  Government  Departments,  which, 
they  claim,  are  holding  up  the  rebuilding 
of  their  premises. 

The  centre  of  Portrush,  a  holiday  town, 
was  devastated  by  bombs  last  summer 
(C&D,  August  14,  1976,  pi 87),  and  Mr 
R.  G.  Macauley,  whose  pharmacy,  of  J.  C. 
W.  Boggs  Ltd,  was  at  5  Main  Street,  lost 
his  premises  along  with  other  traders.  The 
Government  promised  retailers  would  have 
every  assistance  in  re-establishing  their 
businesses,  but  delays  are  holding  up  re- 
building and  there  are  also  delays  in  the 
Northern  Ireland  Office  in  the  settlement 
of  compensation  claims.  The  Portrush 
traders  had  hoped  to  be  back  in  business 
in  new  premises  for  the  beginning  of  the 
1977  holiday  season,  but  that  now  looks 
to  be  a  remote  possibility. 
□  Another  Northern  Ireland  pharmacy 
was  badly  damaged  recently  whilst  one 
damaged  in  an  earlier  explosion  resumed 
business.  The  premises  of  Mr  A.  G. 
Bryson,  Main  Street,  Lisnaskea,  co 
Fermanagh,  was  damaged  when  a  bomb 
exploded,  but  a  30  minute  warning  was 
telephoned  to  a  local  public  house  and 
the  Samaritans;  Mr  and  Mrs  Bryson,  who 
live  above  the  shop,  made  their  way  to 
safety  before  the  bomb,  which  had  been 
placed  in  the  door-way,  exploded.  Mr  H. 
H.  Cowzer  of  Cowzer  Pharmacies  Ltd,  441 
Ormeau  Road,  Belfast  7,  has  now  resumed 
business  in  re-built  premises  after  his 
shop  was  demolished  a  few  months  ago. 

Nl  pharmacist  loses  life 
on  security  duty 

A  Northern  Ireland  pharmacist  lost  his 
life  recently  as  a  result  of  the  troubles  in 
the  Province. 

Mr  James  Elliott  McColgan  of  Killeaton 
Park,  Derriaghy,  Dunmurry,  Belfast,  was 
temporarily  employed  as  a  security  officer 
in  the  premises  of  John  Frazer,  Mens' 
Outfitters,  Castle  Street,  Belfast.  In  the 
early  hours  of  January  21,  an  incendiary 
device  exploded  in  the  premises  setting  fire 
to  the  building  with  a  result  that  Mr 
McColgan  was  overcome  by  fumes. 

Mr  McColgan,  who  was  54  years  of 
age,  qualified  in  1950  and  was  well-known 
to  members  of  the  profession.  He  was  a 
representative  for  most  of  his  life,  first  for 
Parke,  Davis  in  England,  then  for  British 
Drug  Houses  in  Northern  Ireland.  In  latter 
years  he  represented  Hyde  and  Entwistle 
Ltd  and  recently  he  was  employed  by 
United  Drug  Co. 

More  money  for  Irish 
health  services 

Additional  spending  of  £34m  on  the  health 
services  was  included  in  the  Irish  Budget 
delivered  last  week  by  Mr  R.  Ryan, 
Minister  of  Finance.  The  extra  money,  he 
explained,  would  include  the  final  instal- 
ment of  the  transfer  of  health  charges 
from  the  rates  to  the  Exchequer.  Some 
£10m  would  also  be  spent  on  increasing 
job  opportunities  in  the  health  services.  No 
change  in  VAT  was  announced.

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Law  for  retailers 

Have  you  a  new  contract 
of  employment?

A  contract  of  employment  is  basically 
an  agreement  between  employer  and  em- 
ployee, whereby  the  employee  agrees  to 
give  service  to  the  employer,  and  employer 
agrees  to  retain  the  employee. 

All  pharmacists  should  ensure  that  their 
conditions  of  service,  and  the  conditions 
of  service  for  their  staff,  are  set  down  in 
some  form  of  agreement  or  in  a  formal 
contract.  In  the  absence  of  such  agreement 
the  terms  of  the  Contract  of  Employment 
Act  1972,  as  amended  by  the  Employment 
Protection  Act  1975,  apply.  Under  this 
Act  written  particulars  of  terms  of  em- 
ployment must  be  given  to  an  employee 
not  later  than  13  weeks  after  commence- 
ment of  employment  as  follows: 

1.  Identification  of  parties. 

2.  Date  of  commencement  of  employment 
stating  whether  current  employment  is  or 
is  not  continuing  with  previous  employ- 
ment, and  if  it  is,  stating  the  date  on 
which  the  continuous  period  of  employ- 
ment began. 

3.  The  scale  or  rate  of  remuneration  and 


the  interval  at  which  the  remuneration  is 
paid. 

4.  Terms  and  conditions  relating  to  hours 
of  work. 

5.  Details  of  holidays,  sickness  and  absence 
entitlement. 

6.  Length  of  notice  which  the  employee  is 
obliged  to  give  and  entitled  to  receive  to 
end  employment. 

7.  Job  title. 

8.  Statement  of  the  employer's  disciplinary 
rules  or  where  to  find  them. 

9.  Description  of  the  individual  to  be  con- 
tacted if  the  employee  is  dissatisfied  with 
a  disciplinary  decision  against  him  or  if 
the  employee  seeks  redress  for  any  griev- 
ance relating  to  his  employment. 

10.  Further  steps  which  may  be  necessary 
after  9. 

Any  variation  of  the  above  terms  must 
be  notified  to  the  employee  in  writing 
within  four  weeks  of  such  change.  The 
new  terms  introduced  by  the  Employment 
Protection  Act  are  2  (in  relation  to  con- 
tinuity of  employment)  and  7  and  8. 


Failure  to  provide  such  written  particu- 
lars will  not  lead  to  a  prosecution  or  civil 
action,  but  there  are  powers  for  a  com- 
plaint to  be  brought  to  an  industrial  tri- 
bunal by  an  employee.  This  tribunal  is 
empowered  to  write  in  what  it  considers  to 
be  fair  terms  for  the  employee. 

There  is  no  requirement  to  give  written 
particulars  as  above,  if  the  employee 
normally  works  less  than  sixteen  hours 
per  week,  or  is  the  spouse  of  the  employer, 
or  is  employed  to  do  a  specific  job  which 
should  last  no  longer  than  twelve  weeks 
(eg  a  pharmacist  locum). 

New  contracts  are  better 

Because  of  the  extent  of  the  changes 
brought  about  by  the  Employment  Pro- 
tection Act,  it  would  probably  be  better 
to  start  preparing  new  contracts  rather 
than  amending  old  contracts.  They  form 
a  useful  document  for  both  employer  and 
employee.  It  should  also  be  remembered 
that  the  written  particulars  mentioned  in 
this  article  form  a  minimum  laid  down  by 
the  law,  and  it  may  be  a  useful  time  for 
an  employer  to  add  extra  terms  to  the 
contract,  such  as: 

□  A  clause  restraining  a  pharmacist  from 
trading  with  a  two-mile  radius  of  his 
present  employment  within  a  set  period  of 
leaving  that  employment; 

□  A  clause  entitling  an  employer  to  search 
employees  for  stolen  goods  or  drugs. 

So  if  you  have  not  recently  had  a  new 
contract  of  employment,  or  given  your 
staff  new  contracts,  you  now  have  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  do  so. 


River  Thames  and  Lambeth's  history 


"We  tend  to  forget  that  the  chief  highway 
in  London  until  the  19th  century  was  the 
river  Thames",  said  Miss  M.  Y.  Williams, 
archivist  for  the  Borough  of  Lambeth,  at 
an  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  The  British  Society  for  the 
History  of  Pharmacy.  Westminster  Bridge 
was  opened  in  1750  and  from  around  that 
time  until  1800  Lambeth  gradually  spread 
and  became  urbanised. 

The  church,  St  Mary's  at  Lambeth,  was 
the  centre  of  the  old  village  of  Lambeth 
by  the  water.  A  1746  map  shows  that 
much  of  the  surrounding  area  was  fields 
and  orchards.  There  was  a  horse  ferry 
across  the  Thames  from  Lambeth  steps 
which  belonged  to  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  and  rented  off  by  him.  A 
map  dated  1777  again  emphasised  the  rural 
aspects  of  the  area  but  another  in  1799 
shows  the  waterfront  becoming  urbanised. 
By  1827  much  of  the  land  was  enclosed 
and  even  more  was  built  on  by  1877.  The 
railways  had  by  then  accelerated  the 
urbanisation  and  there  were  few  rural 
areas  left.  The  Lambeth  marshes  were 
drained  and  the  village  grew.  Miss 
Williams  said  that  although  there  was  still 
"a  lot  of  medieval  Lambeth"  around  there 
was  little  domestic  building  left. 

Lambeth  had  a  high  disease  rate.  Before 
the  Albert  Embankment  was  built  high 
tides  flooded  the  High  Street  and  the 
church,  leaving  foul  debris,  and  1832 
records  indicate  a  cholera  epidemic. 

The  pottery  industry  at  the  end  of  the 
17th  century  relied  on  clay  brought  up  the 


river  and  the  finished  articles  went  back 
the  same  way.  In  1868  the  new  embank- 
ment was  opened  and  in  1910  the  land 
was  acquired  for  the  County  Hall  which 
was  not  opened  until  1922,  after  the  First 
World  War.  During  the  late  1800s  Lam- 
beth was  noted  for  its  markets  which  are 
now  but  relics  of  their  former  selves. 

Miss  Williams  then  dealt  with  the 
bridges  across  the  Thames.  Westminster 
opened  in  1950.  The  next  one  in  the 
Lambeth  area  was  Vauxhall  Bridge  in 
1816;  it  was  an  iron  construction  that 
developed  faults  and  had  to  be  replaced. 
The  present  one  was  opened  in  1906.  The 


original  Waterloo  Bridge  opened  in  1817 
was  to  have  been  called  The  Strand  Bridge. 
The  present  bridge  was  finally  opened  in 
1945.  Lambeth  Bridge  opened  in  1862;  it 
was  another  bridge  that  had  to  be  rebuilt 
and  was  re-opened  in  1922. 

Industries  in  Lambeth  included  Doulton 
ware  manufacture,  boat  building,  wine  and 
vinegar  distilleries,  breweries,  the  Shot 
Towers,  and  an  apothecary  and  other 
mills.  The  area  was  well  supplied  with 
entertainment  halls — Astleys  Riding  School 
was  probably  the  first  of  the  circuses  as 
known  today.  The  Royal  Coburg  Theatre, 
the  forerunner  of  the  Old  Vic,  opened  in 
1818.  The  Royal  Gardens  at  Vauxhall  were 
in  their  heyday  during  the  18th  century 
when  they  were  the  haunt  of  nobility.

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Employee  'conference'  call 

The  article  by  Dr  Adrian  Rogers  on 
chemists'  monopoly  on  dispensing  has  the 
appearance  of  being  nothing  more  than  a 
subjective  attack  on  retail  pharmacy,  but 
we  must  penetrate  beyond  the  appearance 
to  the  essence  of  what  he  is  saying. 

Dr  Rogers  is  reflecting  a  growing  ten- 
dency among  medical  and  paramedical 
professions  in  general  practice,  and  among 
the  health  service  bureaucracy,  to  pose 
the  question :  "Is  retail  pharmacy  a 
business  or  a  scientific  profession?  and  if 
it  is  dominated  by  business  concerns  and 
plays  no  part  in  the  development  of  the 
medical  productive  forces,  then  has  it  a 
future  in  the  health  service?" 

The  outrage  of  pharmacists,  and  par- 
ticularly the  criticism  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical Press  by  members  of  the  "ruling" 
cliques  and  others,  ignores  the  essence  of 
what  has  been  said,  in  the  panic  to  justify 
the  existence  of  the  retail  pharmacy.  This 
inability  to  penetrate  beyond  appearance 
and  to  analyse  the  situation  objectively, 
reflects  the  poverty  of  leadership  that 
brought  pharmacy  to  today's  crisis  and  in 
itself  is  the  cause  and  justification  of  the 
initial  attack.  For  example,  Mr  Bannerman 
Isaying,  "Dr  Rogers  has  not  surprisingly 
totally  failed  to  explain  where  and  how 
doctors  would  keep  all  the  medicines", 
reduces  the  question  to  one  of  space! 

Dr  Rogers'  analysis  is  superficial  and 
impressionistic,  and  he  cannot  provide 
any  solutions  to  the  questions  he  was 
probably  unaware  he  was  posing,  because 
he  starts  from  his  solution  and  works 
backwards  so  becoming  out  of  touch  with 
realities.  However,  the  questions  raised 
cannot  be  ignored  or  covered  over  by  a 
demoralised  group  of  insular  pharmacists. 
These  question  have  the  most  vital  signifi- 
cance for  all  young  pharmacists  and  par- 
ticularly for  every  employee  pharmacist. 
This  latter  group  is  the  fastest  growing 
iroup  of  all  and  although  they  inherit  the 
practice  of  the  profession,  they  remain 
Jisenfranchised  at  the  most  crucial  time  in 
he  development  of  their  profession.

Society  can  hardly  be  regarded  seriously 
as  a  political  force.  They  have  lost  practi- 
cally every  major  battle  affecting  phar- 
macy in  recent  years.  They  have  stood  by 
as  the  profession  has  been  bought  and 
controlled  by  monopoly  capital.  Their 
leadership  has  historically  been  subjective 
and  idealist.  They  have  sailed  the  phar- 
macy boat  to  the  brink  of  disaster. 

The  only  way  forward  for  employees 
towards  self  determination  is  to  convene 
immediately  an  employee  conference  as  a 
matter  of  the  utmost  urgency,  to  found  a 
political  base  for  the  inheritance  of 
political  power  and  to  discuss  the  vital 
questions  before  them :  Definition  of  the 
role  of  the  retail  pharmacist,  both  in 
pharmacy  practice  and  within  the  health 
service,  by  a  large  section  of  working 
pharmacists ;  the  decline  of  the  NPA,  the 
growth  of  monopoly,  and  the  question  of 
unionisation;  political  problems  for  the 
health  service  and  for  pharmacists  within 
it ;  the  question  of  dispensing  monopoly, 
health  centres  and  the  distribution  of 
dispensaries ;  the  establishment  of  a  repre- 
sentative body  to  take  political  power  for 
employee  pharmacists. 

Employee  pharmacists  cannot  allow  any 
obstacle  or  any  delay  in  the  convening  of 
their  conference.  The  fight  must  begin 
immediately  and  must  be  seen  in  the 
context  of  a  crisis  in  the  health  service  and 
in  the  British  economy,  which  in  turn  is 
part  of  the  world  economy  crisis.

Progestasert  availability

only  prescribable  as  a  private  prescription, 
which  will  cost  the  patient  almost  £20.

Westminster  report 

Move  to  delete  Clause  49 

Lord  Northfield  is  to  move  an  amendment 
in  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Patents  Bill 
that  Clause  49  be  deleted.  The  clause 
allows  for  the  granting  of  compulsory 
licences  for  patents  relating  to  medicines. 
The  Patents  Bill  was  given  a  second  read- 
ing last  week  (C&D,  pi 20). 

Adverse  reactions 

Mr  Robert  Adley  was  due  to  present  the 
Whooping  Cough  (Vaccination)  Bill  in  the 
Commons  on  Thursday,  after  C&D  went 
to  press.  It  would  make  provision  for  the 
recovery  of  damages  incurred  as  a  result 
of  whooping  cough  vaccination. 
□  Over  40  MPs  have  signed  a  motion 
calling  for  an  independent  inquiry  to  in- 
vestigate the  medical  profession's  "failure" 
to  report  adequately,  through  the  yellow 
cards,  the  "warning  signs  and  tragic  side 
effects"  of  Eraldin. 

Health  education  on  TV 

The  Health  Education  (Television)  Bill, 
published  recently,  would  require  televi- 
sion authorities  to  devote  at  least  15 
minutes  broadcasting  time  each  week  to 
programmes  relating  to  health  education 
matters.  Each  television  authority  would 
be  required  to  set  up  a  health  advisory 
committee — including  representatives  of 
the  Open  University  and  the  Health 
Education  Council — to  advise  on  the  pro- 
grammes, which  could  be  devoted  to : 
Health  and  hygiene  matters ;  outlining 
new  treatments ;  use  of  NHS,  etc. 

Repeat  prescriptions 

Sir  Donald  Kaberry,  MP,  asked  the  Secre- 
tary for  Social  Services  what  action  he 
proposed  to  take  in  view  of  the  risks 
involved  when  patients  accumulated  large 
quantities  of  drugs  following  constant 
issue  of  repeat  prescriptions. 

Mr  Roland  Moyle,  Minister  for  Health, 
replied  that  only  the  doctor  concerned 
was  able  to  decide  on  the  drugs  and  quan- 
tities necessary  for  an  individual  patient 
at  any  given  time.  "The  doctor's  know- 
ledge of  his  patients  will  enable  him  to 
assess  risks  such  as  the  possibility  of  the 
wasteful  or  dangerous  accumulation  of 
drugs,  and  his  prescribing  decisions  and 
his  instructions  to  patients  will  take 
account  of  this." 
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Beecham  plan  major 
expansion  in  UK 

Beecham  Group  are  planning  a  major 
expansion  programme  in  the  UK  over  the 
next  three  years.  More  than  £10m  is  to  be 
spent  on  facilities  for  pharmaceutical 
research,  including  the  acquisition  from 
BP  Chemicals  of  their  research  complex 
at  Great  Burgh,  near  Epsom,  in  February. 
Further  investment  will  also  be  made  in 
the  existing  research  centres  at  Brockham 
Park,  Walton  Oaks  and  Harlow. 

Expenditure  of  £35m  is  to  be  made  on 
the  company's  food  and  drink  plants, 
making  such  products  as  Lucozade, 
Ribena.  PLJ  and  Horlicks.  Plans  include 
new  canning  and  bottling  lines,  extensions 
to  factory  buildings,  new  processing  and 
handling  plant,  modernisation  of  the 
vehicle  fleet  and  the  construction  of  three 
new  depots. 

BAT  Industries  profit  up 
by  more  than  30pc 

Results  for  BAT  Industries  Ltd  for  the 
year  to  September  30,  1 976,  announced 
on  Tuesday,  showed  a  turnover  of 
£5,637m  compared  with  £4,262m  in  the 
previous  year  and  operating  profits  of 
£430m  (£328m),  these  figures  being  adjus- 
ted as  though  the  merger  of  Tobacco 
Securities  Trust  Co  Ltd  with  British- 
American  Tobacco  Co  Ltd  had  been 
effective  throughout  the  period. 

British-American  Cosmetics  Ltd,  the 
subsidiary  responsible  for  all  the  group's 
cosmetics  interests,  reports  a  year  of  strong 
growth  despite  depressed  economies  in 
most  markets.  Turnover  was  £9lm  (£71m 
in  the  previous  year)  and  operating  profit 
£5m  (£4m).  The  improvement  in  UK 
profits  was  mainly  attributable  to  the  suc- 
cess achieved  by  Lentheric  with  their  new 
fragrance  "Tramp".  Tn  Europe  the  com- 
pany benefitted  from  the  groundwork  done 
in  previous  years.  In  North  America, 
Germaine  Monteil  improved  sales  and 
profits,  but  Yardley  Inc  experienced  diffi- 
culty in  increasing  sales.  Improved  results 
were  achieved  in  both  South  America  and 
Africa. 

Briefly 

L.  Rowland  &  Co  Ltd,  Wrexham,  have 
become  the  sixth  pharmaceutical  whole- 
saler to  order  a  Datasaab  Dl5  in  a  con- 
tract valued  at  £85,000.  The  first  phase, 
due  to  go  live  in  May,  will  automate  the 
order  processing  system,  enabling  invoices 
to  accompany  goods  and  stock  levels 
to  be  checked  and  the  order  accepted  while 
the  customer  is  still  on  the  telephone. 

Savory  &  Moore  Ltd  have  acquired  the 
old  established  pharmacy  of  R.  W.  Ward- 
man  &  Son,  Old  Market  Place,  Sudbury.

News 

Some  chemicals  higher 

London,  February  2:  A  number  of  phar- 
maceutical chemicals  have  risen  quite 
sharply  during  the  week.  In  addition  to 
citric  acid  and  citrates,  about  which 
advance  warning  was  given  that  they 
would  rise  on  February  1  (see  C&D, 
January  8,  p25),  new  rates  for  three  vita- 
min preparations  take  effect  on  February 
7.  They  are  calcium  pantothenate,  thia- 
mine and  water-miscible  vitamin  A  palmi- 
tate.  These  items  were  not  increased  at 
the  iime  most  vitamin  prices  rose  last 
month  {C&D,  January  15,  p61).  Mer- 
curials have  also  advanced  quite  sharply 
this  week.  The  makers  advise  that  this 
rise  is  only  an  interim  one  and  further 
increases  may  be  expected  at  the  end  of 
February.  In  common  with  other  metals, 
mercury  has  risen  substantially  since  last 
spring  and  is  up  to  60  per  cent  dearer. 

Spices  continued  firm  but  trading  was 
quiet.  The  high  rates  now  quoted  from 
India  for  cardamoms  have  caused  a  drop 
in  their  use  in  Britain  and  most  dealers 
have  given  up  stocking  them.  Botanical 
price  changes  mostly  followed  the  pat- 


tern of  previous  weeks.  Dearer  were 
Peru  balsam,  camphor,  cascara,  ipeca- 
cuanha, pimento,  celery  seed,  senega 
and  benzoin.  Lower  were  lemon  peel, 
Canada  balsam,  Cape  aloes  and  Russian 
liquorice  root  for  shipment. 

Mysore  sandalwood  oil  has  rocketed 
to  £100  kg  thus  reaching  the  level  it 
achieved  about  this  time  in  1976.  Some 
small  lots  of  cassia  oil  were  being  offered 
for  shipment  after  a  long  absence. 
Peppermint  (arvensis)  and  anise  were 
easier  but  patchouli  was  up  by  £0  50  kg 
in  both  positions.
